C, In line with the proposed plan to transform the CE Course into 
a course moors specifically designed to develop a knowledge of Cl 
and CE as they pertain to operational security. Chief, TD8, vill 
undertake revision of sad addition to available instructional 
material and trill himself conduct the initial presentation 
scheduled fear early Hovember. Indications have been received 
from PP of a very heavy student load requirement for this 
course. Owing to an enrollment ceiling of 16 per course, which 
mat be fixed to maintain the effectiveness of seminar instruc- 
tion, ATD could not, with its present single instructor capacity, 
expect to take care of FP requirements alone in this field for 
probably well over a year 1 a period. Since there also exist 
eoatinuing IT and possibly developing PO needs for this training, 
a situation seems likely to develop which cannot be satisfactorily 
handled without additional qualified instructor personnel.
